Evaristo will be tried again Friday, 
it was announced yesterday by Dis- 
trict. Attorney A. B. Tinning, Evar- 
isto is the second defendant to stand 
trial in the court of Justice of 
Peace Frank Glass. .the first trial 
resulting in an acquittal. 

“These kind of cases—where liq- 
uor is found in yards—are not the 
strongest but’ we will continue to 
prosecute them,” Tinning declared 
today. “And, abatement actions will 
be filed in simifar cases, In the 
great majority of these « 
dence of sale has been secured.” 

Tinning indicated strongly that 
“under cover” agents are being em- 
ployed extensively and that they are 
being produced in court only when 
absolutely necessary or in abatement 
actions, many of which have wireaty 
been filed and which have resulted 
in a score of establisgments being 
closed. 

In the Evaristo case testimony ‘ 
dry sleuths was that a bottle of liq- 
uor had been found beneath a shack 
at the rear of Evaristo’s establish- 
ment. The defense contended that 
the praperty:on which the bottle of 
liquor was found was not included 


in the lease of the premises which; in the northern 


Evaristo held. When it was ‘appar- 
ent that an agreement could not be 
reached Justice Glass dismissed the 
jury. 

The action was prosecuted by As- 
sistant District Attorney James F. 
Hoey with Attorneys Leo Tormey 
and T. J. O’Leary appearing for the 
defense.

When beginning a dietetic regimen 
for the purpose of increasinz bowel 
activity, it is well to remember that 
there Isa Posibility that you have 
deen eating too heartily. Under such 
, circumstances, of course it. is ex» 
ceedingly. valuable to precede your 
course of treatment with a_ short 
half of St least one or two meals, or 
better still, one or two days. A pro- 
cess of this kind will help to give 
the bowels muscular tone. 

They will be able to perform their 
functions more ably as a result of 
this brief rest. But whether you 
take this dietetic rest or not, it will 
be nevesary to add various foods 
to the diet that will bring about the 
desired abject. 

Use whole-wheat bread, not. the 
brownish bread that is often sold for 
whole-wheat, but the bread. that is 
| made from the whole grain, bran 
and all. ; 

There are various fruits that are 
frequently recommended ‘for this 
trouble and many of them are valu- 
able. ‘Grapes, for instance, can be 
recommended. Grape-pice is like- 
i Wise very often effective. This is 
especially so if it is taken in the 
‘form of what some call grape-coffee. 
This is mage. by \filling a cup about 
one-third {ull of grape-juice, sweet- 
ening it with a teaspoonful -of sugar, 
and. filling the cup with bofling 
water..
